The  report  was  disagieed  to  III  the 
committee  of  the  whole  house — which  gave 
birth  to  a bill  for  laying  an  embargo.  This 
bill  was  sent  to  the  senate,  and  there  rejected 

TO  THE  PEOPLE  OF  KF.NTUCKY. 

The  arguments  in  favor  of  the  bill  for  lay- 
ing an  embai  go,  have  been  published  in  their 
most  imposing  dress,  by  the  publication  of  Ihe 
President’s  message.  'File  measure  proposed 
was  discussed  m both  houses  with  closed 
do'irs,  and  therefore  the  arguments  used  a- 
gainst  it,  have  not  appeared  before  the  public. 
I am  far  frum  entertaining,  or  from  wishing  to 
excite  any  uncharitable  thoughts  against  those 
who  differ  from  me  upon  this  question.  But 
to  prevent  uncharitableness  towards  myself,  it 
is  proper,  it  seems  to  state  the  reasons  which 
influenced  my  vote. 

The  constitution  of  the  United  States  pro- 
vides, th.at  the  President  “ shall,  from  time  to 
time,  give  to  the  congress  information  of  the 
state  of  the  Union,  and  recommend  for  their  con- 
sideration, such  measures  as  he  shall  judge  ne- 
ce.ssary  and  expedient.”  By  sending  the  mes- 
sage the  president  discharged  his  duty.  It 
became  congress  to  discharge  theirs;  giving 
to  the  message  a fair  and  candid  consid- 
eration. Bui  I do  not  believe  any  considerate 
man  is  hardy  enough  to  assert,  that  the  presi- 
denls’s  message  imposed  an  obligation  or  du- 
ty, on  any  member  of  the  administration  party, 
to  vole  the  measure  necessary  -vr  e.rpedient  a- 
gainst  the  honest  convictions  of  his  judgment. 
If  everAhe  doctrine  prevails  that  a measure 
recommended  by  the  President,  must  be  sup- 
ported by  the  administration  party  in  congress, 
without  regard  to  the  character  or  consequen- 
ces of  that  measure,  then  I affirm  that  the 
partiliou  between  executive  and  legislative 
power  is  broken  down,  and  tlie  principles  of 
the  constitution  melted  and  swallowed  up  by 
executive  influence.  .Such  an  undue  influ- 
ence wnuld  answer  all  the  purposes  of  .arbitra- 
ry power  in  the  President,  and  amount  to  a 
g'eneral  previous  license  for  mismanagement 
and  misgovernment.  These  are  not  tlie  say- 
ings otjaction  nr  discontent.

go ? This  is  a delicate  subject,  and  I foibear 
to  press  many  considerations  coniiecied  with 
it.  The  eastern  states  are  so  depcnd;  nt  upon 
commerce,  and  their  interests  so  interwoven 
with  it,  that  an  embargo  bears  peadiarly  hea- 
vy upon  them.  Before  the  pressure  of  an  em- 
bargo is  superadded  to  the  pressure  of  the  war 
on  their  commerce,  w«  ought  to  be  rea.si  nably 
certain  that  the  object  to  be  attained,  wil*  be 
of  a signal  advantage,  and  that  the  embar- 
go is  the  most  proper  and  adequate  ios'iu- 
ment.  I do  not  nuan  to  addre-s  nnself  to 
so  base  a passion  as  the  fear  of  a fiiciious 
opposition  ; but  to  the  noble  and  geiieroiu* 
sense  of  that  diligent  caie  which  is  due  (tom 
the  general  government  to  the  interests  of 
all  its  citizens,  even  to  the  interests  of  the 
deluded  and  discontented.  As  no  state  can,  by 
its  own  will,  shake  off  the  allegiance  it  owes  to 
the  general  government,  so  the  langmtge,  of 
opposition  and  remnnstrunce,  or  ot  faction,,  dis- 
organizers,  cannot  absolve  congress  fi-oiii  tlieir 
duty  of  care  and  protection.

Iiibi- 
tioii  < f our  export  tride  for  four  months  and  a 
half,  docs  not  seem  calculated  to  relieve  llie 
commerce  of  the  U.  States  from  pressure — and 
not  at  all  necessary  to  increase  the  pressure  of 

the  war  upon  the  enemy.  The  more  probable 
way  appeared  to  be,  to  select  and  prohib  ’ spe- 
cially such  articles  of  export  as  were  suppos- 
ed to  be  more  immediately  beneficial  to  the 
enemy,  or  “essential  to  their  wants,”  whilst 
all  other  brandies  of  our  export  trade  wei-e 
left  free.  Accordingly  a motion  was  made  to 
amend  the  bill,  so  as  o prohibit  only  the  ex- 
port of  provisions  and  munitions  of  war.

-In  Embargo  is  loudly  demanded  by 
thenecessi'ies  and  interests  of  our  country. 
This  measure,  however  ridiculed  by  a 
contemptible  faction  for  its  inefficiency, 
would  have  tended  more  to  facilitate  the 
conquest  of  the  enemy’s  neij^hboring  pro- 
vinces, than  an  addition  of  20,000  men  to 
our  army  ■,  and  it  is  deeply  to  be  regret- 
ted that,  with  the  Declaration  oi  War, 
that  restriction  should  have  ceased.

It  will  there  be  found  with  what 
solicitude  she  watched  the  progress  and 
hailed  the  termination  of  the  President’s 
recommendation  on  this  subject  during 
the  last  session  of  Congress. 

The  wisdom  that  presides  over  our 
Cabinet  long  foresaw  the  incalculable 
advantages  of  this  measure  ; but  the  vile 
intrigues  of  a minority,  remarkable  alone 
for  its  political  depravity,  caused  the  re- 
jection of  this  salutary  proposal. 

If  any  one  remains  unconvinced  of  the 
absi.lute  necessity  of  recurring  to  an  em- 1

If  the  fleets  of  the  enemy  were  forced 
to  obtain  supplies  from  England  of  all 
articles  necessary  for  the  health  and  sup 
port  of  the  crews,  would  not  the  expence 
he  great,  and  the  supplies  precarious  ? 
Many  casualties  might  occur  in  tlie  dis- 
tance of  3000  miles  of  tempestuous  navi- 
gation &c. 

Will  not  all  men  of  intelligence  and 
patriotism  admit,  that  we  are  dclayiug  the 
war — encouraging  traitors  among  our- 
selves, and  aiding  the  enemy  very  materi- 
ally, by  sufifilying  them  with  provisions 
while  they  remain  in  our  harbors  blockading 
our  ports,  and  committing  every  act  of 
wanton  barbarity  ? Is  it  not  well  known, 
that  the  British  army  in  Can-vda,  have  been 
on  short  allowance  for  a long  lime,  and 
that  they  would  probably  have  expressed 
their  discontent  by  open  revolt,  if  our  eas- 
tern brethren  had  not  furnished  them  with 
food.

•Argus,  while  cruising  a few  days  on  the 
coast  of  England,  desuoyeil  pioperty  to 
the  amount  ol  at  least  two  millions,  which 
is  equal  to  the  value  of  six  heavy  ships  ot 
the  line.  If  twenty  heavy  sloops  had  been 
employed  on  the  same  service,  what  in- 
jury t ) British  commerce  Avmild  have 
ensued  ? Ifeach  of  them  had  been  only 
half  as  fortunate  as  the  .Argus,  tweniy 
four  millions  of  property  would  probably 
have  been  lost  to  the  enemy.  This  is  aii 
immense  amount  ol  property. 

A sloop  of  war  can  he  built  in  this  coun- 
try in  four  months.  Many  of  our  most 
capable  shipwrights  are  desirous  to  he 
employed,  and  contracts,  to  advantage, 
might  now  he  made.  The  cost  of  such 
vessels  is  not  considerable,  and  they  arc 
precisely  calculated  to  annoy  trade.  Wc 
know  that  some  of  our  private  armed  ves- 
sels have  destroyed  for  the  cneuiv  more 
property  on  a crui'e,than  any  of  our  most 
successful  frigates. 

If  England  can  afford  to  send  ships  of 
the  line  to  cruise  on  oiir  coast,  in  pursuit 
of  wood  sl'.allops  and  oyster  boats,  ought 
not  our  government  to  support  the  ex- 
pense of  sending  some  vessels  of  war  to 
destroy  valuable  mercliantmcn  in  her  wa- 
ters ? 

Our  only  object  on  the  ocean  should  he, 
to  war  against  the  commerce  of  the  ene- 
my. To  accomplish  this  object,  suc.h 
vessels  as  would  sail  best,  and  cost  the 
least,  should  he  employed. 

During  the  last  seventeen  months, 
seven  hundred  British  merchantmen  have 
been  captured  and  destroyed.

It  is  paltry  for  a nation  possess- 
ing our  resources  and  iiifonnation,  to 
have  hut  two  or  three  frigates  cruising  o.i 
the  ocean.  We  should  never  have  a less, 
number  than  twenty  vessels  of  war  afloat 
at  any  one  lime.  If  it  he  thought  proper, 
let  them  be  small — to  sail  fast — aiido? 
little  expense  ; but  any  of  ilieni  woiihf 
probably  capture  a merchantman.  Gales 
of  wind  will  scatter  the  numerous  convoys 
of  the  enemy,  and  small  fast  sailing  ves- 
sels should  be  ready  to  burn  and  destroy 
them.  The  experiment  above  alluded 
to,  is  worthy  the  attention  of  goverr.meui . 
The  strong  probability  of  success,  will,  i 
hope,  sanction  the  attempt.
